Barranquilla is on the Atlantic Ocean 
and within a short distance of the Vene- 
zuelan frontier. With Gen. Feliciano Mon- 
tero Castré is In coverts in the town -un- 
der an assumed name, waiting for a pro- 
pitious moment to make his way to Mara- 
caibo and thence to the capital. 

Castro landed in Haiti from’ the Consul 
Grosttick on Juhe 14.

THE CORONATION. 
* Another British sovereign, the eighth 
of ‘the House of Hanover, has been 
crowned with niediaeval religious rites, 
somewhat modified; ;London has gone 
through the discomfort and danger of 
an enormous crowd of uncertain ele- 
ments assembled within a compara- 
tively small territory, and to-day King 
Grorce V. is no more of a King than 
he was on Wednesday. The crowning 
and the symbolized anointment do not 
ifcrease the measure of his sover- 
eignty. The solemn oath administered 
by the Primate does not In the least 
enlarge the ‘monarch’s responsibility. 
The anointment with oil from the am- 


‘pulla, “as Zapox the Priest of Jeru- 


salem and NatHan the Prophet an- 
ointed Sotomon,” is a modernization of 
the ceremony of the old superstitious 
days when the naked King lay on the 
stone, now preserved at Kingston-on- 
Thames, and was vigorously rubbed 
by the greasy hands of the Bishops. 
But. the King hag been crowned, Lon- 
Gon has had its mediaeval pageant, 
and to-day nearly everybody will say 
that the. wheels of commerce, the ma- 
chinery of state, and the comfort of 
the people. will never again be inter- 
rupted and disturbed by such an ex- 
pensive and dangerous anachronism. 

We shall see, if we live long enough. 
Nine years ago Epwarp was crowned. 
His mother had~»reigned more than 
sixty years, and few living persons 
knew what labor and trouble and ex- 
pense a Westminster Abbey coronation 
entailed. None realized, until it was 
too late, the disturbance a. modern me- 
tropolis would undergo when miles of 
ita important streets were barricaded 
vehicular. traffic stopped, and crowds, 
undreamed of in the London of the 
thirties, gathered in the centre of the 
town. Yet the same thing was repeated 
on the same. plan yesterday, and the 
intervening nine years have been filled 
with history making of a sort that 
does not harmonize with the mediaeval 
ideal of Kingship and the Divine right 
to rule. A Welsh democrat of a strong 
Socialistic trend is Chancellor of the 
Exchequer: A Liberal Parliament has 
enacted various Socialistic measures 
with no strong opposition from the 
Tories. The vast holdings of “ unim- 
proved” lands by the hereditary nobil- 
ity have been taxed on appraisals of 
their commercial yalue. The grave prob- 
lem. of the unemployed is receiving 
more and more of the attention of 
statesmanship, The militant Irish 
have seen the beginning of a practical 
solution of their historic land question, 
and may be about to gain home rule. 
And’the very existence of the House of 
Lords as a potential legislative body is 
sériously threatened, ;

“NOT A RUBBER STAMP.” 

We think President Tart’s attention 
ought to be called to the curious state- 
ment made by Dr. Gzoras Otis Surrn, 
Director of the Geological Survey, and 
quoted in @ dispatch from our Wash- 
ington correspondent appearing in Taz 
Times of June 22. . Director Sirs; 
charged with nullifying, in effect, the 
act of Congress which. appropriated 
$2,000,000 ‘to be spent before June 30, 
1911, forthe acquirement‘of “strategic 
areas” of forest lands in the White 
Mountains and the southern Appalach- 
lans, in order to “ promoté or protect 
the havigation of streams on “whose 
watersheds they lie;” responds: “I am 
not willing for my bureau to become @ 
rubber stamp in this matter.” He is 
going to act originally and to proceed 
with extreme deliberation. He has ap- 
proved tracts in the Appalachians, he 
says, that will cost about $400,000. As 
measured by the sum appropriated, Dr. 
Surru, who will not let his bureau 
“become a rubber stamp,” is willing 
to sacrifice four-fifths of the intent of 
Congress to this resolve; meanwhile, 
also, he will permit the noblest forests 
to be rended from the steepest slopes 
of the White Mountains upon the Con- 
necticut watershed. 

A physician who should sit down 
with microscope and test tubes, paper, 
pens, and ink te write a monograph 
upon the case of a patient brought to 
him mangled and torn by the machin- 
ery of @ cotton mill would not proceed 
in. a more stupidly pedantic way than 
Dr. Smrre has adopted. It did not 
need the completed examination by the 
United States Forest -Service, the rec- 
ord of which is accessible, of nearly 
50,000 acres of the White Mountains, 
comprising the steepest northern sides 
of the. Presidential range and the lofty 
northwest slopes of the Franconia 
range, all but 6,000 acres of which He 
upon “the Connecticut watershed, to 
show that here, if anywhere, forests 
must be acquired in the White Moun- 
tains to carry out the will of the peo- 
ple and of Congress. Even a layman 
can see at a glance that if these lands 
are not acquired there can be no tak- 
ing of any forests in the White Moun- 
tains. “Yet Dr. Smrrn haa set out to 
make literally microscopic examina- 
tions of these steep slopes, of their soll 
and rock surfaces, their vegetative 
covers, and their ” runoffs "; >to study 
“whether the topographical and geo- 
logical conditions favor serious surface 
erosion in the absence of a protective 
; to classify the 
surface formations “with reference to 
permeability and storage capacity,” 
and so on—al!< to certify that the 
control of these forested tracts, which 
have been well-nigh surveyed to death, 
ought to be purchased by the Govern- 
ment for the better control of the navi- 
gable streams whose springs are in the 
forest sponge.

Eivery- 
body who has given the matter any at- 
tention admits that this use of the w 
“is.” was at least a little peculiar or 
queer, while some go s0 far as to call it 
ungrammatical. 

There is no doubt.-that the common and 
unquestionably correct phrasing would 
have been “the Olympic has arrived,” 
but, of course, the rightness of one form 
does not prove the wrongness of. another. 
If put on the defensive the Mayor would 
probably say that what he had in mind 
and intended to express was not the; fact 
of the big ship's arrival, a fact-the essence 
of which is instar-taneity—no careful man 
could say or write “ the Olympic is arriv- 
ing *’ when he meant that she was coming 
up the Bay—bdut that she was here in 
the condition of a ship that had ar- 
rived. ‘That is a continuing condition. 
In other words, he viewed “arrived” as 
an adjective, not as a participlo at all, 
and treated it exactly as he would bave 
treated any other adjective—“‘ long,” for 
instance, or “ Diack.” 

The distinction is nice; possibly it is 
overnice, but there is no reason why any- 
tody who chooses to make and mark it 
shouldn't do so. There ig a tendency, 
perhaps regretjable and perhaps not, 
among the tsers of the English language 
to neglect and abolish these delicate shad- 
ings of significance. The tendency is 
iNustrated by our recent almost complete 
abolition of ‘the subjunctive’ mood, and 
the fewness of our tenses as compared 
with those of most other languages, Thus 
we gain simplicity at the expense of ele- 
gance, and which of the two ou 
the other is a matter of opinion, with 
everybody free to hold his own. 

“Is. arrived,” being perfectly and in- 
stantly comprehensible, must be “good 
English "'—for anybody that likes it and 
feels the need of it. To most people it 
sounds a bit fussy, and for them it has 
about the gravest error a locution can 
have—that of distracting attention from 
meaning to form. of expression.

This conflict of informa- 
tion still left the real situation in con- 
siderable doubt, although it seems now 
pretty well established that the South 
Dakota wheat yield will fall considerably 
‘below. earlier - expectations. Last year 
North Dakota, which in 1909 raised
